For 
most amateurs there is no noticeable 
difference other than needing to create 
a username account in the new system 
and associating your existing FRN with 
that account. Going forward you will 
need an account in the new system for 
virtually any interaction with the FCC 
including renewing a license. More 
detailed information can be found at 
https:/Awww.arrl.org/news/fcc-legacy- 
cores-system-to-be-retired .
